This matrix allows for an analysis of potentially significant environmental effects that could result from implementation
of the General Plan. The actual choice of types, sizes, and locations of facilities to be developed within each zone will be
determined during preparation of subsegquent management plans (such as the Trails Management Plan) or specific project
plans. The decisions made in these plans will be consistent with the goals and guidelines of the General Plan and based
on many factors including natural and cultural resource protection, and visitor experience.
